Judge Defines Terms. | 

An explanation and definition of | 
the terms “obscene, lewd and las- | 
civious” was given in the Court's | 
instructions.

“Lewd” was defined as meaning 
“that which excites lustful 
thoughts.” “Lascivious” was de- 
fined as ‘“‘pertaining to sexual im- 
purity,” and “obscene” as “offen- 
sive to chastity.” 

“A pamphiet or paper, to be 
held obscene, lewd and lascivious.” | 
the Court said. “‘must contain im- 
\imodest or indecent. matter tend- 
ing to corrupt the minds of those 
who read it. It must have a ten- 
dency to deprave or corrupt the 
morals of persons who can be cor- 
rupted by reading.” 

Judge Davis declared that, as the 
postal service is used by everyone, 
laws for its protection were highly 
| needful, and the exclusion of cer- 
tain matter was proper. Whether 
the matter in question ca~-e in the 
forbidden category, he said, must 
be left to the consciences of the 
jurors. 

He said that, as there were two 
defendants, the circumstances 
should be reviewed to determine 
whether the act of one was the 
act of both. If so, both would be 
equally liable, and if not, the 
cases should be considered sepa- 
rately. 

Turner Assumed Responsibility. 

Argumcnts were made yesterday 
afternoon by counsel for the Gov- 
ernment and the defense, follow- 
ing the testimony of the two de- 
fendants and of five witnesses who 
were presented as experts in lit- 
erary and dramatic criticism.

Miner Shoots Officer. 

As the parading miners ‘p-. 
proached a group of officers, Mar- 
tinez stepped from the ranks and 
shot Lordeman. In the shooting 
of Martinez, Peter Verlich, another 
miner, was slightly wounded. 
Lordeman was said to have a 
chance of recovery. 

The shooting broke up the p3- 
rade. The marchers rushed back 
to the hall where they barricaded 
themselves and began sniping from 
windows. Police returned the fire 
and Chavez fell from a window. 

Meanwhile volunteers had been 
summoned to the court house 
where the State Industrial Com- 
mission was conducting a hearing 
in an effort to settle the miners’ 
demands for a new wage scale. A 
machine gun was trained on the 
hall, but as sniping ceased it was 
not used. Within a short time 
most of the miners left the build- 
ing. 

{t was the second skirmish with- 
in two months in which miners 
were killed or wounded by police. 
Five miners were killed at the Co- 
lumbine mine in the Northern 
State field Nov. 21, when hundreds 
of workers attempted to enter the 
Columbine property. Police were 
exonerated by the State im this dis- 
turbance. 

Louls N. Scherf, chief of the 
State Police, who was in command 
at the Columbine mine, and now 
is in charge here, said he had 
warned the miners they mast 
break up the parade in conform- 
ity to order from the Mayor, but 
that they refused. Scherf said that 
on the second attempt of police to 
disperse the workers, the firing 
started.

GIVEN BY CARPENTERS 


Cement Finishers Also Plan to 
Take. Saturday Off; Em- 
ployers Protest. 


Objection to the proposed five- 
day working week for union build- 
ing craftsmen here was voiced 
again today by employers, follow- 
ing receipt of notice that the 5000 
union carpenters will not work on 
Saturday mornings beginning May 
1 and that ths 2092 members of 
Cement Finishers’ Local Union No. 
527 have adopted a similar policy 
effective April 1. 

Upon being notified that the car- 
penters and cement finishers plan 
and plasterers, who work but five 
days a week,’R. L. Murphy, secre- 
tary of the Master Builders’ Asso- 
ciation and of the Associated 
Building Interests, members. of 
which employ about 90 per cent of 
the union building craftsmen here, 
sent a letter of objection to officers 
of both unions. 

Objection of employers to the 
five-day week, which is sponsored 
by the American Federation of 
Labor, was set forth in a formal 
objection to the plan, made public 
Oct. 5 last, as follows: 

“That the reduction of the 
working week from 44 hours to 40 
hours constitutes a loss of 26 
working days annually, or one- 
eleventh of the available working 
time; that construction costs must 
be based on actual working time 
and that lessening the working 
time increases the ultimate cost to 
the consumer.” It also was pdinted 
out that considerable time now is 
lost annually through inclement 
weather conditions. 

The five-day week recently was 
approved by the Building ‘Trades 
Council, an organization of 18,000 
workmen. The council voted @how- 
ever, to Ileus the proposal to the 
individual unions after giving gen- 
eral approval to,the plan. Argu- 
ments advanced by union leaders 
in favor of the plan are that, by 
reducing the authorized working 
time, employment for additional 
workers may be found, as em- 
ployers will seek to avoid paving 
double time for work on Saturday 
morning. 

It also was learned 
union stonemasons 
tomorrow, although they have not 
formally adopted the five-day 
week plan.

Then he sat down, 4 little wonder- 
ingly. The chaplain stood before 
him, still ptaying. 

Gray might have spoken. There 
still was time, but he said nothing. 
As they fastened the thick strap 
about his chest, for an instant he 
glanced up at the chaplain and 
smiled. The executioner slipped 
on the helmet. 

The witnesses had been 580 in- 
tent on the condemned man that 
now for the first time they were 
aware of the voice of the minister. 
“Blessed are the pure in heart,’ 
he was saying. “For theirs is the 
Kingdom of Heaven. Blessed are 
the merciful for they shall receive 
mer é 

The switch was thrown. 

The man in the chair did not 
struggle as the woman had done. 
The prison doctor and his assistant 
stepped forward. The stethoscope 
was pressed against the dying 
man’s chest. The doctor listened. 
Ile handed the instrument to his 
assistant. ‘The assistant listened 
attentively. The two looked at 
each other and nodded. 

Pronounced Dead at 11:14. 


“I pronounce this man dead,” 
The time was 11:14 p. m. 

The four guards who tend the 
chair removed the straps. The 
executioner came forward. and 
lifted the face mask. The outer 
door of the death house was flung 
open and the cool night air blew 
in. The witnesses were shuffling 
out, long before the body had been 
lifted from the chair. 

The two bodies were wheeted in- 
to the autopsy room and laid side 
by side on the table. 

Autopsies disclosed that the 
brains of both were normal, it was 
announced today. ‘The autopsies 
were performed by Dr. James 
Kerney, assistant prison surgeon, 
and were witnessed by four visiting 
physicians. 

A silent group of newspaper men 
returned to the Warden's office, 
then found they were free to go. 
They had taken the place of the 
usual witnesses required by law. By 
courtesy of the Warden they had 
been allowed to sign the death reg- 
ister before they started for the ex- 
ecution chamber. 

The bodies were taken away from 
the deathhouse before dawn today. 
A police escort cleared a path for 
the hearses through a gaping 
crowd. The mothers of the two 
slavers had claizsed the bodies. 

The last official act in the case 
was made by the keeper of the 
records. From the files he took 
the blue cards reserved for the 
rondemned. - Across the faces of 
them he wrote: “Discharged by 
execution. Jan. 12, 1928.” 
Condemned Woman’s Last Good-by 

Mrs. Snyder shid her last good- 
by at 8:40 p. m, and was alone 
after that-until the death march 
began. Gray was calm and com- 
posed. Mrs. Snyder was distraught 
and weeping. 

Members of their families were 
sent out of the prison at 7 p. m. by 
Warden Lawes. Mrs. Snyder's 
three attorneys arrived later and 
hurried from the ralflroad station to 
the prison by. motor cars. 

“Ts there any hope” Mrs. Snyder 
cried out on seeing the face of Ed- 
gar F. Hazelton of her counsel. He 
shook his head. 

“Have you made your peace with 
God?” Hazelton asked. 

‘“T have,”’ she said. She returned 
to the lawyer a book he had given 
her last May when she entered 
Sing Sing’ entitled “Irollowing 
Chrfst.” 

“There’s nothing more possible?” 
she asked again. She hardly saw 
at first that he was accompanied 
by his associates, Dana Wallace 
and Frank Bambara. The lawyers 
Shook their heads.

Mrs. Snyder’s mother, Mrs. Jo- 
sephine Brown, formally asked 
that there be no post-mortem on 
the body of her daughter. The 
notice, couched in legal terms, was 
signed by Mrs. Brown and Andrew 
Brown, her son and their attorney, 
Lonardo. The members of the two 
families departed. Gray’s mother 
and sister on the one hand, Mrs. 
Snyder's mother and brother on 
the other. They had been in the 
death house practically all day, 
hoping against hope. The mem- 
bers of the.two families departed 
without making preparations for 
the funerals. 

Jane, 9-year-old daughter of 
Gray, will receive a letter from her 
father on her birthday each year 
until she is 21 years old. Just prior 
to his execution Gray turned over 
2 packet of letters to his attorney, 
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with instructions that one be de- 
livered to his daughter each year. 

Mrs. Ruth Snyder also left a Iet- 
ter to be mailed to her daughter, 
Loraine, and one for her mother, 
Mrs. Josephine Brown. 


Final Attempt to Save Them. 


Early yesterday morning there 
was the utmost confusion at the 
prison over the impending execu- 
tions. Nobody, not even the war- 
den himself, had any clear idea of 
what was going to happen before 
the night was over. 

This period of doubt commenced 
at 3 a. m., when Bambara served 
Lawes with the order of Supreme 
Court Justice Aaron J. Lévy, stay- 
ing Mrs. Snyder’s execution and 
continued unabated until word 
came that Judge Levy had vacated 
his order. 


On receipt of Judge Levy’s or 
der Lawes got into communication 
with Gov. Smith, who referred him 
to Attorney-General Ottinger. Ot- 
tinger, issued an opinion holding 
Judge Levy had no authority tp 
grant a stay. The machinery of 
the Attorney-General’s office was 
set in motion and Judge Levy was 
persuaded to hear arguments on 
the stay at 2 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

Ottinger was prepared, to carry 
the matter before the Appellate 
Division if Judge Levy did not va- 
cate the stay.’

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Why America Isn’t Socialist 


RENE JOHANNET in L’Echo de Paris 


(Reprinted from The Living Age.) 


OCIALISM is unquestionably the most 

significant political phenomenon of our 
time. It ig completely upsetting our ideas 
of parliamentary government, and radical- 
ly modifying for good or ill all our concep- 
tions of life. For ebvious reasons, we usu- 
ally associate that doctrine with the indus- 


trial revolution. Its recruits come largely 
from the employes of the great mechanized 
branches of production that have appeared 
within the last 100 years. Some correla- 
tion between the two developments is evi- 
dent. Assuming that relation to be what 
Europe commoniy assumes, however, So- 
clalism Must inevitably eventuate in abso- 
lute communism. Quite naturally, bour- 
seois defeatists are deeply cast down by 
this prospect. 

But social evolution never follows the 
route that we prescribe for it in advance. 
Its laws are infinitely too complex for their 
effects to be forecast.. Nature has a thou- 
Sand surprises in her box of secrets. and 
her ingenuity invariably exceeds our expec- 
tation. Without doubt, certain connect ions 
between socialism, communism and big in- 
dustry do exist. But the more we study 
the facts the less sure we are as to where 
those connections lead. We see, for exam- 
ple, the Scandinavian countries, although 
highly {ndustrialized, evolving a materia! 
civilization where socialism does not have 
the last word. We observe Italy giving 
birth to the Fascist movement at Milan, the 
most highly industrialized city of the penin- 
Sula. 

Finaly, of all the countries in the world, 
the United States is, in the strict definition 
ef the orcs, the most highly industrialized 
and the least socialist. The intenser its in- 
dustrial development the more bourgeois it 
becomes. This seems to us incredibie, but 
it is true. If we knew the industria! revo- 
‘ution only from the example of the United 

States, we shouid draw precisely the oppo- 
site conclusion regarding its relation with 
socialism from that which we have drawn 
from the history of Engiand, Germany, 
Beigiagm and France. We should conclude 
that industrial progress and the rise of a 
bourgeoisie go Rand in hand. Proponents 
of that theory might turn to modern Russia 
to clinch their argument by the law of con- 
traries. For the only country where a 
communist government has survived long 
enough to make an impression is the least 
industrialized region of anr-.

| i , SOciety is not a mere product of 
circumstances, though these, of course, 
help to form it. Human will and national 
character play their part. The United 
States is immune to socialism or commun- 
ism partly because the character of its peo- 
pie, and partly because its physical environ- 
ment, forbids. Since Taine the theory that 
environment absolutely determines national 
character has lost much ground. WNever- 
theless, it is unquestionably a powerful in- 
fluence. Montesquieu had dwelt upon its 
effect long before Taine adopted the idea. 
The enthronement of the dollar in a na- 
tion without ancient traditions, without an 
aristocracy, without an Intellectual caste— 
indeed, where intellect is less revered today 
than it was in the time of Emerson. The- 
reau, Poe and Hawthorne—has this signifi- 
cant effect—that -ealth. and abeve al! 
great fortunes, do net arouse the sordid 
envy which se largely motivates European 
socialism. Consequently the United States 
has never resorted te that fiscal demagosg- 


ism wh" , levies taxes primarily to take 
away the possessions of the fortunate. in- 
stead of to meet the legitimate expenses of 
the state. Cherishing no dread of expro- 
priation, its millionaires have not feared to 
call attention to their wealth. They have 
been able to give free rein to the natural 
ambition of every man to play a prominent 
part in civic life. They have, therefore, 
aspired te be public benefactors, devoting 
a large part of their wealth to founding 
museums, universities and libraries, and to 
other community objects.

LT it is not only the 

America who are steadily growing rich- 
er. The sanctity of private property begets 
an accumulition complex among al! classes 
of the peopie. As a result savings increase 
and the number of investors multiplies 
beyond precedent. Between 1913 and 1926 
the owners of stocks and bonds of public 
and private corporations in America multi- 
plied tenfold. 

What is communism essentially? Misdi- 
rected craving for wealth. Its proselytes 
seek ‘some quick and easy way to better 
themselves materially at the expense of 
others. The doctrine appeals most strongly 
to the weak and shifty, who lack courage 
and initiative to fight the battle of life 
alone, and therefore run in packs, or take 
to the cover of the state. But natura! se- 
lection and training have given Americans 
precisely the opposite mentality. They are 
descended from the more aggressive ele- 
ments of Europe. Their ancestors were not 
men of the herd. but men of initiative and 
decision, who sought new lands and freely 
faced hardships to find wider scope for 
their natural energies. Appeals to the state 
aid the call of the revolutionary mob were 
equally offensive to their ears. They relied 
on their own strength. America’s social 
vices are not of the communist order. but 
of a predatory and piratical kind. They are 
the vices of men whe push ahead unscrupu- 
lously to their ——- ae the shortest 
possible route. * 


MERICAN psychology, which ig prac- 
tical rather than theoretical. naturally 
directs the workman's efforts at socia! bet- 
terment into this channel (investment in 


industry). The public schools, the press 
and other sources of social influence assist 
this tendency. The worker spends little 
time dreaming about a millennium: he 
wants immediate and concrete results. This 
same spirit makes so many wWage-earners 
installment buyers. Incidentally. the man 
who ig buying on installments is not a ready 
striker. High wages. through their correia- 
tive. a high standard of living. are tremen- 
dous incentives to assiduous iaber. 

We should not forget. in thie connection. 
that ne country more vigorously suppresses 
anarchist or.communist agitation than the 
United States. In fact. the Americans 
adopted the strong-arm tactics jater asso- 
ciated with Fascism before the world ever 
heard of Myssolini. 

Many eof the conditions unfavorable to 
socialism and communism in America are 
due to the peculiar situation of the United 
States; they do not exist in Europe. Seme 
of them wii] not last indefinitely even acroes 
the Atlantic. But the respect for property

COPENHAGEN, Denmark. 
UESTS at brilliant @tplomatic parties darning 
G socks and breaking the necks of champagne bot- 
tles on tables are some of the memories Mme. 
Lillie de Hegermann-Lindencrone has of Washing- 
ton in the seventies. 

Mme. de Hegermann-Lindencrone, American born 
widow of a famous Danish diplomat and herself at 
the time of the third Napoleon one of the most fa- 
mous women in Europe, is 84 years old. Siie for- 
merly was Miss Lillie Greenough of Cambridze, 
Mass., where ghe lived with her grandfather, Judge 
Fay, in a mansion now the property of Radcliffe 
College. : 

“Mais enfin, let me then shake you a cock-tail of 
some of my experiences,’ said the grand old dame, 
when asked about social life during the 35 to 40 
years she was an Ambassador's wife. 

“First,” she admonished, as she lighted a cigar- 
ette, **you must bear in mind that what I experienced 
belonged to a period which in the true sense of the 
word represents the past. 

“Not a few of the so-called brilliant social events 
of my time were very brilliant, but very formal and 
deadly dull. But many of them were wonderful! af- 
fairs, sparkling not only of wonderful gowns and 
jewels, but of true wit and beaming happiness. 


é¢y HAVE experienced many truly quaint affairs. 
Once in the Russian embassy in Washington 
at a dinner in honor of the Grand Duke Con- 
stantin, all the guests dig nothing but darn stock- 
ings. That sounds mysterious, does it not? Count 
Shishin, the Ambassador, had just bought a darning 
machine, the first of its kind, and he was so enthu- 
siastic about his purchase that after the splendid 
dinner he had given us he produced the machine 
and demonstrated it to us. 
“Everyone was enraptured by it, and everybody 
tried his or her hand at it. None of us had stock- 
ings with holes in them, so we had to punch holes in 


our stgckings to get an opportunity of using the 
darning machine. The Grand Duke was so fascin- 
ated by the machine that he then and there ordered 
the Ambassador to purchase another machine and 
have it dispatched to his imperial mother, the 
Czarina. 

“The quantity of food, liquid or otherwise, con- 
sumed at American aftairs at that time was simply 
colossal. I distinctly remember a so-called chame- 
pagne tea at the Capital with oceans of champagne 
and cocktails, but that was a long, fong time before 
anybody dreamed of prohibition. 

“I also remember a most extraordinary entertain- 
ment in the Mexican Minister’s apartment. At least 
four times as many guests were invited as the 
apartment could hold. What a crush! And the 
manners displayed! ; 
<6 UFFETS were stormed in the roughest way. 

Beiairs were used as tables, wine and foag were 

all over the floor. Isaw ‘gentlemen’ open cham- 
pagne bottles by Knocking off the necks of the bot- 
tles on the edge of the table. Guests filled their 
pockets with chocolates and bon-bons, and the ladies 
drew out silver-sticks adorning the viands and put 
them in their hair as a souvenir of a-surely unfor- 
gettable evening. That affair took place in 1875, but 
l remember it as were it yesterday. 

“My husband and I became great friends with the 
King of Sweden, the late Oscar II, one of the finest 
and most handsome men I ever met. The day we 
were leaving Stockholm to take up another diplo- 
matic post, and actually two hours before the de- 
parture of our train, and all our furniture was 
packed and at the railway station, we were in- 
formed that the King would be calling on us in per- 
son. There we were in an apartment stripped of 
everything. Fortunately, in the apartment above 
lived another diplomat and friend of us, and in next 
to no time part of his furniture, curtains and car- 
pets were rushed into our bare apartment, and be- 
fore the King passed our threshold the reception 
room was looking quite good.”
